GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Public  Health  Officers  Mr  J.C. Bowen  remained  as  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  carries  out  similar  duties  for  Llanwrtyd  Wells  U.D.C,  and  Colwyn  R.D.C. 

Laboratory  Facilities  During  t e year  laboratory  facilities  were  available 
at  Cardiff,  Newport,  Carmarthen,  Swansea, Brecon,-  and  Shrewsbury*  The  laboratory 
of  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  County  of  Carmarthen  was  available  for  water  samples, 
whilst  any  investigation  required  in  the  control  of  infectious  disease  was 
performed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Carmarthen  and  Shrewsbury. 

Nursing  and  other  facilities  The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the 
provision  of  the  ambulance  and  home  nursing  services.  The  County  also  administers 
the  maternity  and  child  welfare  clinics  where  treatment  is  available  for  minor 
ailments,  dental,  eye  and  orthopedic  defects.  Immunisation  against  diptheria  is 
also  carried  out  c,t  these  clinics. 

Hospitals  The  hospital  needs  of  the  residents  of  the  district  for  aj.1 

diseases  apart  from  infectious  diseases,  are  provided  by  the  the  Builth  Hospital, 
the  arrangement  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  remain  the  same  as  in  the 
previous  years.  Merthyr  Borough  Council  treat  the  pa,tients  from  the  district 
suffering  from  infectious  diseases,  and  these  are  conveyed  to  Merthyr  in  ambulances 
maintained  by  Merthyr  Borough  Council.  These  arrangements  are  proving  extremely 
satisfactory. 

For  the  treatment  of  cases  of  smallpox,  arrangements  have  been 
made  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  for  beds  to  be  available  at  the  Penrhys  Hospital 
Rhondda.

1 Water  Samples  - 

Public  Supplies 

The  number  of  samples  from  public  supplies  sent  for  bacteriological 
examinations  was  62.  Of  these  30  were  reported  as  satisfactory  and  12  unsatisfactory 
these  12  were  from  Erwood  and  Gaenddwr  districts  for  which  new  supply  is  planned. 

In  addition  15  samples  were  taken  from  private  sources  and  private  proposed  supplies, 
4 were  reported  as  satisfactory  and  11  unsatisfactory. 

The  steady  demand  for  the  sampling  of  proposed  farm  supplies  comprising 
improvement  schemes  under  the  Hill  Farming  Act, 1946,  and  a considerable  amount  of 
advice  on  selection  and  protection  of  various  proposed  schemes.

Drainage  & Sewerage 

During  the  year  1966  the  work  on  the  Garth  Sewerage  System  was  completed. 

This  means  that  all  the  major  villages  now  have  main  sewerage.  The  major  scheme 
involving  Builth  Urban,  part  of  Colwyn  R.D  and  the  Oaklands  district  of  Builth  RD 
commenced  in  1967.  Birmingham  Corporation  are  installing  an  electrically 
operated  sewerage  works  at  Elan  Village  to  replace  the  existing,  but  it  is  not  yet 
completed.
